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Professor Allan Bradshaw Fay, of 
the faculty of Gallaudet College, 
died at the George Washington 
University Hospital in Washington, 
on July 5, 191 5, after an operation 
for appendicitis. 

Professor Fay was the son of Dr. 
Edward Allen Fay, Vice-President 
of the College, and grandson of Rev. 
Barnabas Maynard Fay, first Prin- 
cipal of the Michigan School for the 
Deaf, and so was of the third genera- 
tion of educators of the deaf in the 
distinguished family of teachers and 
scholars. 

He was born August i, 1872. 
, early childhood was spent on 
beautiful Kendall Green, while Gal- 
laudet College was growing rapidly 
and earning fame under the guid- 
ance of Dr. Edward Miner Gallaudet. 
After preparation in the Friends' 
School and the Central High School 
of Washington he entered Harvard 
College in the fall of 1890. Here he 
took his bachelor's degree with high 
honor in 1894. He inherited love 
for languages and his easy mastery 
of both ancient and modern tongues 
naturally led him to devote a con 
aid. <rt of his college course 

to : ch of learning. He was 

so successful in this work that he 
was chosen Assistant in Spanish at 
Harvard after his graduation. He 
spent a year in this position, and 
won his Master's degree at the close 
of t 

Poor health led Mr. Fay, for the 
next two years, to accept a position 
as tutor in a private family, corn- 
ed with outdoor work on a fruit 
ranch, near National City, in south- 
ern California. Here he built up 
his strength greatly by life in the 
open air. 

He was called to the position of 
instructor in the faculty of Gallaudet 
in the fall and rose 

ste a full professorship 

thr< if high scholarship, faith- 

ful work, and sterling character. 

In -ofessor Fay was mar- 

ried s Margaret Ashby L,yle, 

of Danville, Kentucky, who with a 
daught' vie Fay, and a 

son, Allen Bradshaw Fay, Jr., sur- 
vive him. 

It was the privilege of the writer 
to know Mr. Fay for twenty-five 
years, as college mate, room-mate 
and fellow teacher ; and there was 
never a moment in all those years 
when the slightest cloud obscured 
•ht glow of friendship. In 
k or play, in faculty meeting or 
on tennis court, even in the icy 
waters of the Charles River with 
overturned canoe, did the 

cheerful, reasonable, 

thoughtful, helpful spirit desert this 
id. 
Though always ready for health- 
ful play and delighting in outdoor 
sports, his high sense of duty never 
ved him to neglect the work of 
college or home. He was a careful,

It was early in the morning of 
Tuesday, July 27th, that we bade 
farewell to San Francisco, and I for 
one felt a pang of regret. It is a 
fascinating city, with its steep hills, 
its busy thoroughfares, its fine hotels, 
restaurants, cafes and gilded plea- 
sures, parks and palatial residences, 
and its great Exposition adding 
artistic grandeur to the beautiful 
Bay of San Francisco and its 
famous Golden Gate. 

Some of the California deaf were 
at the station to say good-bye, a 
courtesy which was appreciated. 
Among then were Misses Agnes J. 
Cox, Miss Earimer, Mr. Leo. Wil- 
liams. 

Our route lay along the coast of 
the Pacific Ocean, and our party in- 
cluded Rev. John H. Keiser, Mr. 
and Mrs. Hey man, Mrs. Margaret J. 
Syle, Mrs. Mary L. Haigbt, Mrs. 
Pauline Weil, Mrs. Katie Russell, 
Miss Irene Russell, Miss Minnie 
Price, Mr. W. Lacy Waters. Mr. 
Isaac Newton Soper, and mine own 
self. 

There was scenery of all kinds, 
uncultivated or sterile stretches with 
growths of sage brush and bunch 
grass, fertile areas on which herds 
of cattle were grazing, mountains 
that were crossed and others that 
were penetrated by tunnels through 
which we rushed, but no sight 
the Pacific until a little beyond San 
Luis Obispo, which is noted for its 
products of mustard, beets, potatoes 
and lima beans. 

Nearing Guadalupe, the farms 
run right down to the ocean, and 
cattle in large numbers are pastured 
almost on the verge of the precipi- 
tous banks of the Pacific. For one 
hundred miles the train whizzes 
along the edge of the high rocky 
shore against which the ocean surf 
dashes. A short distance out are 
great fields of sea weed, looking like 
bare brown rocks jutting above the 
surface of the water. The wise 
mariner no doubt gives this ob- 
struction a wide berth, for once 
running fonl of it the chances of 
disaster are surely serious. 

Santa Barbara was reached at half- 
I six in the evening, and Mr. 
Waters and Mr. Soper left the train. 
As the stop is for five minutes, all 
had the pleasure of greeting Mr. 
James M. Park, who had comedown 
to the railroad station to meet Messrs. 
Waters and Soper and take them in 
his motor car to his home for dinner. 
I was very sorry not to be able to 
accept Mr. Park's invitation to spend 
a few days with him and Mrs. Park, 
whom I had the pleasure of meeting 
in Cleveland in 1913. The glimpse 
I obtained of Santa Barbara convinc- 
ed me that it is one of the beauty 
spots of Southern Calif or here 

were long linea of sweet-scented g 
trees in this section of our run, 
which I was told are wind-breaks, 
to prevent the blustering wind from 
injuring crops and flowers. For 
many miles previously we had pass- 
ed extensive walnut orchards and 
seen great tracts of land enriched 
with growing lima beans. 

anta Barbara to Los Ange- 
les the distance is one hundred and 
four miles, yet I venture to say that 
it is studded with oil derricks ah 
the entire distance.

It was twi- 
light when we passed through Ven- 
tura, and away off to the east, seem-

Two hours later we were 
greeted by Los Angeles and 

escorted to the Auditorium Hotel.

the confusion of meeting, helped us 
with our luggage, guided us to the 
right trolley car, and accompanied 
us to our hotel. 

A little later, Mr. McMann piloted 
Rev. Keiser, Mr. Heyman and 
myself to the Indian Grill, and we 
spent an hour over a light repast, 
made doubly pleasant by animated 
conversation. 

I have already written about the 
splendid hospitality of the deaf of 
Los Angeles — the program of wel- 
come at The Little Theatre, the 
reception at the Friday morning 
Club House, the Picnic at Venice, 
and the trolley trip to the Mission 
of San Gabriel. But it was too 
briefly told to effectively express 
the pleasure and instruction derived. 

A trip to Mt. Lowe is one of the 
rarest of adventures. Mr. Charles 
C. McMann invited me and Rev. 
Mr. Keiser to make this marvelous 
journey on Wednesday, July 28th. 
From Los Angeles to the summit the 
distance is twenty-five miles. The 
way leads through Bairdstown, 
Sierra Vista, Oneonta and Oak 
Knoll, where the Huntington man- 
sion and colossal Hotel Huntington 
are passed. Then through 
dena and on by winding ways 
among the great shoulders of the 
mountains, skirting precipitous can- 
ons, until a sudden plunge depo- 
sits you at Rubio, two thousand and 
two hundred feet above sea level. 
Here a change is made to the inclin- 
ed railway, an almost perpendicular 
ascent of one thousand and three 
hundred feet to Echo Mountain. 
A most magnificent view can be 
had of the surrounding country. 
Spread out like a great checker 
board are the cultivated ranches, and 
beyond the City of the Angels. To 
the right are the San Rafael hills, the 
Verdugo hills and the Sierra Madre 
with La Canada Valley between 
them. You can see the coast lines 
at the extreme right, the towns of 
Santa Monica, Ocean Park, Venice, 
Playa del Rey, Redondo and other 
beach resorts. The scene baffles 
description. But we do not linger 
long at Echo Mountain, for electric 
cars are waiting to carry us upward 
to Alpine, five miles away. During 
this upward journey of five miles, for 
the most part hewn from granite on 
the side of the mountain, there are 
one hundred and twenty-seven 
curves and twenty bridges. As the 
car continues its journey, you can 
look down into appalling depths, and 
around at sylvan scenery, till at last 
the terminus is reached, directly in 
front of Alpine Hotel, a picturesque 
and commodious building of Swiss 
architecture, where the noonday re- 
past is served for a small price, and 
is of a variety to suit the tastes and 
appetites of every traveler.

To what can be attributed his 
success? I venture to say that it 
was mainly to his power of con- 
centration, which, in later years, he 
developed to a remarkable degree, 
of which only his intimates were 
aware. 

Once he set his mind on a thing 
he could keep it there, despite all 
interruptions or distractions, till his 
end was attained — or he failed, 
which he seldom did. 

This power of concentration — 
bringing to a focus all one's powers 
upon a given point — is a valuable 
asset to any man and is worth cul- 
tivating. It is the secret of success 
of all great men, and a power that 
we all can cultivate to our own ad- 
vantage. 

Mr. Kent was not as well known 
among the deaf as among the hear- 
ing. He travelled over a large ex- 
tent of territory and was well known 
and respected by thousands of busi- 
ness men. Wherever he went lie 
left a good impression as to the 
gentlemanliness, intelligence, and 
business capabilities of the deaf. 

It was as a friend that I knew him 
best. 

He was broad-minded and well- 
informed, and I never came away 
from a talk with him without feeling 
as though I walked on resilient air, 
and that — 

" I've found another friend to know, 
And I rejoice Unit it is so : 
When met together, each with each, 
There's much we'll learn and much we'll 
teach." 

I never heard Mr. Kent speak ill 
of any one. Even if one did him an 
injury he had a good word for him. 
A favorite saying of his was : " Let 
him alone, the law will take care of 
him. I don't have to lift a finger 
against him." 

His was a genial soul that breath- 
ed only kindness for every one, for 
he believed in the Brotherhood of 
Man and the Fatherhood of God. 

Good-bye, dear friend. Very 
soon I, too, will be knocking at the 
door leading into " the next room," 
and when it opens and I silently 
slip through, I am certain that I 
shall find you on the other side 
awaiting to welcome me.

It has been said that the man who 
makes two blades of grass grow 
where only one grew before is a pub- 
lic benefactor. 

If this is true, in a general way, 
how much more is he a public bene- 
factor who, in a specific way, opens up 
a now avenue of employment to those 
wbo are barred by some physical 
defect from many avenues of earning 
a livehood? 

Such a man was Mr. A. G. Kent, 
who, recently, silently slipped 
through "the door into the other 
room," in l,os Angeles, Cal. 

Ordinarly a " Drummer," or, as 
In is now more politely known, a 
" Coinmerical Traveller," is suppos- 
ed to be especially endowed with 
smoothness of tongue, flowery lan- 
guage and quips of speech, calculated 
to attract attention, and entertain, 
to secure orders. 

All this ordinarily presents an in- 
superable bar to the deaf in that 
direction. 

Mr. Kent tore down that bar and 
tinned it aside, thus opening a new 
avenue to earning a livehood for the 
deaf and, what is more, he showed 
them that they need ask only "a 
fair field and no favors ' ' to succeed 
in it. 

Twenty-three years ago Mr. Kent, 
then a young man, just out of 
school, was doing a nourishing busi- 
with his father in their retail 
furniture store. Then came a panic, 
and in the general crash the store 
went down together with thousands 
of others. 

Did Mr. Kent shed any tears over 
spilt milk? Not he. With the re- 
ncy of youth, he bounded Dp, 
and stopping only long enough to 
kick aside the debris till he found 
his grip (in more senses than one), 
be started out on the road as a Com- 
mercial Traveller for a factory in the 
same line of goods as he had dealt 
furniture — and which he knew 
all about, lie had never heard of a 
deaf man embarking on such an 
enterprise. But what of that? He 
bad youth, courage, and an abound- 
ing confidence in himself, ami started 
out to see what he could do. 

Did he enter the office of a pro- 
spective customer humbly, hat in 
hand, and solicit an order because 
" I am deaf?" 

Not on your life 1 

He breezed into the office, erect, 
nattily dressed up the minute, bright 
of eye, a smile on bis lips and an air 

of prosperity that commanded re- 

t and attention. Then with his 
little pad ami pencil he did the rest 
— got the order. 

This he kepi up year after year, 
till be became known all over bis 
route as the beat salesman of the [

TI.e nucleus of $27.25 for a men's 
OOttage given in last report has 
reached the sum of $1,914, without 
any extra effort on the part of the 
Board. Small sums are still com- 
ing in, arid it is hoped ere long a 
sufficient amount will be realized 
When that point is reached, and it 
is hoped soon, work on the building 
will be started. The treasurer's 
report shows good balances in the 
several funds, and the Superinten 
dent and Matron of the Home are 
given praise for good management. 

According to Superintendent 
Chapman's report, hay from twenty 
five acres of good quality but light 
was cut ; three acres of alfalfa weie 
sown ami a cutting secured in July. 
The corn crop of last year, owing 
to dry weather and worms, was 
poor; the present crop promises 
well if an early frost does not nil) 
it. 353 bushels of wheat were 
threshed, despite the wet season 
which has made much extra work. 
The garden and berries were ex- 
ceptionally good, and of the latter 
there were picked fifteen bushels 
of strawberries, two hundred quarts 
of red and seventy-live quarts of 
black raspberries. A good crop of 
grapes is promised, and plenty of 
apples, peaches, pears and quinces. 

One thousand strawberry plants 
were set out in the spring and two 
hundred raspbony plants, bolh of 
which are doing nicely. Last year 
over one thousand quarts of fruit 
weie put up, all except four bushels 
of cherries were raised on the Home 
farm. Fifty gallons ol apple but- 
ter were aiso made, and much en- 
joyed by the residents during fall 

and wiutei . 

It took one hundred tons of coal 
to heal the buildings of the Home 
(luring the year, and sixty tons of 
ice, part of which was sold. 

The Hue stock on hand includes 
five horses, six cows, yearling hei 
fers, one yearling bull, three calves, 
one broad sow, thirteen spring- 
pigs, seven turkeys, one hundred 

and forty chickens and seven ducks. 

A cow and calf, and twenty pigs 
were sold, eight hogs were killed 
I'm home use, also one beef. 

The cash receipts of the Home, 
from the sale of products. $387.12, 
from meals, |49 50, total 1438.68. 

A number of improvements have 

been made daring the year, having 
regard for the health, enjoyment, 
comfort and usefulness of the resi- 
dents and Home. 

Some of the needs wanted are a 

new OOttage for the men, a silo, a 

heavy wagon for heavy loads, and 

'line engine for grinding feed 

and launderit

We don't know about the rest of 
the country, but here in Connecti- 
cut, business these days is very 
great. Factories all over the State 
are working day and night, and all 
our deaf men and women woikers 
aie busy here in Hartford, to - 
of nowhere else. The Colts Fire- 
arms Company, which never em- 
ploys deaf men, is running at full 
capacity, and one hundred of the 
men are getting five dollars and more 
a day. The iiu e south factory, 
which has not been in use since the 
Civil War closed, fifty yeai> 
and has been rented to other 
manufacturing concerns, is now in 
full use by the Colts Company, and 
an addition half a mile long is being 
planned. This one concern has 
war orders for sixteen million dol- 
lars worth of arms, and its stock, 
which a year ago was selling for 
$170 a share, is now selling for 
$870 a share. 

And, now the big Undei woods 
and Royal Typewrite! factories, 
where several of our llaitford deaf 
employed, are running full 
time. All Europe is too busy flight- 
ing, and so the United States has 
to do the world's work. But, 
whether all this glut of business is 
to make us nobler and liner 
nation, remains to be seen. It is 
not money and big busiuess that 
makes a nation great, but intelli- 
gence and conscience; in other 
words, rtgbteousni n.
